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II. A Difcourfe tending to fhew the Situation of the 
ancient Carteia, and fome other Roman Towns 
near it. <By John Conduitt Ejq^ Fellow 
of the Royal Society. 

A Bout four EngUfh Miles N. W. from Gibraltar^ at 
the end of the Bay, there are confiderable Ruins. 
The place is called at prefent Rocadillo, and confifb of 
a few Huts, and a Modern Square Tower, which ap- 
pears to have been raifed on the Foundation of a much 
greater Pile. The Walls of the old City are very eafy 
to be traced. They feem to have been about two 
EngUfh Miles in Circumference^ and were built upon 
the Brow of a rifing Ground. The (pace within is co- 
vered with Ruins, among which are a great many pie- 
ces of very fine Marble well wrought ; and innumera- 
ble fragments of Veflels of that kind of red Earthen 
Ware, which Ambrofio Morales in the flrfl Chapter of 
his Difcurfo de Us antiguedades dt Us ciudades de Ef 
panna, lays down for a certain mark of a Roman City, 
and takes to have been a Compofition of the Clay of 
Saguntum, often mentioned among the Remans* 

Fifta Saguntino pocula mdo lute. Mar. Lib. VIS I. Ep. 6. 

Sume Saguntino pcula fifta luto. Lib. XIV. Ep. 108. 

There are remains of a rude Semicircular Building, 
raifed on Arches, which defcends gradually into an 
Area, and teems to have been a kind of Theatre. I 
brought away with me a Marble Pedeftal of a Statue, 
dug up near to the Square Tower. The Marks where 
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the Feet and the extremities of the Drapery were fast- 
ened to it, are ftill to be feen, and the following Let- 
ters finely cut VARIA MARGE. It was given 
me by the owner of the Ground, who faid he had read 
upon it formerly three other Letters L L A fince bro- 
ken eft" There are other Jnfcriptions, but fo Defaced 
and ill Cue, that they do not deierve a particular 
mention. I have a conilderable number of Viedals, 
that were found among rheio Ruins ; molt of them 
have a Caput turritum with C A R T E f A in very le- 
gible Characters. The Reverie is generally a Fijh, a 
Neptune, or a Rudder, Towards the Weft there is an 
eafy Defcent to the River Gimdarranqut,. which takes its 
Source at Ca/teilar, about four Leagues in the Coun* 
try, and is very deep at Roudtlh There is a Bar 
where the River falls into the Say ; but it does not 
hinder the entrance o : Veffels of 15 Tun, to load 
Charcoal and other neceffarie , that are Shi pi off from 
thence for Ceuta. Along the fide of the River there 
is ftiii a great deal of Stone Work and vifible remains 
of an Ancient Key. At a {mail diftance to the Eaft, 
upon an Eminence there are confiderable ruins of a 
Square Caftle, which appears to have been an ancient 
Building of very great strength The Country People 
now call it ta'iillon but the Ccrrigidor of that Diflricl: 
told me he remember'd it called Torre Cartageaa. The 
Situation agrees exactly with the Tower of that Name, 
mentioned in the zjqth and 1,161b Chapters of the 
Cbonicle of Alphtnfo X! of Caflit'., A Book of great 
Authority among the Spxniads, who are generally of 
Opinion that ic was formed upon the Memoirs of 
Fernando Nunnrz de Vduddid a Favourite and Mini- 
fter of that King, tho' ic goes under the name of a* 
nether. Perfb.n, 
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All the Spaniards who live about the Ruins I have 
been defcribing, fay they are the remains of a City of 
the Gentiles called Cartago. The corruption of C&rtsU 
into a name fo much more talked of, might eafiiy hap- 
pen in an Oral Tradition of fo many Years ; and I 
cannot help thinking that, where other Circumftances 
concur, an account deliver 'd down from Father to Son 
is an evidence not to be flighted, in matters of fo 
much obfcurky. 

Frequent mention is made of Carttia by the Ancient 
Geographers and Biftorians. I build Co much on two 
Paflages of Livy, that I am' obliged to infert them at 
length. The firft is Lib. XXYUI. C. 30. f Livy does 
not mention from what Port Lalim failed for Cart eta, 
but by what goes before, ic feems to have been from 
Cartagena, at that time Scipio's Head Quarters) La;iius 
interim, freto in Oceanum eve&us, ad Carteiam clajfe &> 
cejfit, (Urbs ea in era Oceani fit a eft, ubi primxm e fauci- 
bat anguflis panditur mare ), Gades fine certamine prcdi- 
tione recipiendi (ultro , qui earn rem pc-llicereniur, in c a fir a 
Romana pervenientibus) [pes ficut antta diBurn eft, fae- 
rat. Sed pat ef acta immaiura proditio eft, comprehenfofque 
omnes Mago Adherbali Pnetcri Carthaginem devehendos 
tradit. Adherbal, Conjuratis in quinqtteremem impofitis, 
pramiffaque ea, quia tardior quant triremis erat, ipfe cum 
cBo trirentibus medico intervdlo fequitur. Jam /return 
intrahat quinqueremis, cum Lcdius & Ipfe in mhquerc- 
mi, e porta Carteiae, fequenti&us fiptem trircmihs, eve-

The other Pafiage is Lib. XLIII. C. 3. Et alia nwi 
generis hominum legatio ex Hifpania venit: Ex militibus 
Romanis & ex Hifpanis mulieribus, turn quibus conmt- 
bittm non effet, natos fe memorantes, fupra quatuor millia 
hominum, orabant ut fibi oppidum in quo habitarent dare- 
tur. Senatus dicrcvit, uti mmina (tta apud L. Canuieiam 
profiterentur, eorumque (iquos manumififfet, eos Carteiaai 
cd Qce/inum deduct placere Jgui Carteicnfium domi ma- 
nere vellent, poteflatem fore uti numcro cohnormi effmt, 
egro ajjignato. Latinam earn coloniam fuiffe, Libertine- 
mmqu: appellari. 

The belt Spanijh Authors, and Ortelius and Cellarius 
trufting to them, take this Carteia of Livy to be diffe- 
rent from that which was the next to Calpe % and place 
it generally about Coral, Rodrigo Caro in his Convcnto 
Juridko dt tievilla C 24. applies the Czrteia in the XLIU 
Book of Livy to Rocadillo , and in Cap. 74. to Car- 
taia near Lepe. It is (urprizing he rakes no notice of 
the Paflage in the X\V»i! Book- For the particular 
mention f ad Oceanum, and Urbs ea in or a Oceani fitaeft, 
implies they both relate to the fame place; perhaps it 
was becaufe he couiu not reconcile it with bA$(.artaU 
near Lepe. Cellarius fisu&es Be,<ppo this Cartes t of Livy, 
L.3„ c 1, Btefippj; cpiz videtitr Carteia jLivii effe y extra 
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fretum rjr columnas pofita. Aliam pro Livio Carreiam non 
■invent o , tho' in all the ancient Geographers Btjippo is 
mentioned by it feif as a diftant Town I am (o far 
from feeing any neceffity of ere&ing a new Carteia 
in the Ocean for thele Paflages in Livy, that 1 take 
that in Lib. XXVIil. to be rather a proof that the City 
there mentioned, flood at Roc adillo. It certainly agrees 
much better with that Situation than with Conil cr 
C A~t ah near Lepe. It is not to be reconciled with the 
latter, becaufe that lies North Weft of. Cadiz, from 
whence Adhtrbal fee out for Carthage, and is a good 
way up the Country, on the tide of a River, and not 
in era Qceani Neither can Conil be faid properly to be 
Situated Ubi primum e faucihus anguftls panditur mare \ for 
the Sea widens considerably before it reaches the Capes 
Spartel and Trafalgar, and becomes an Ocean where 
that Town flands It is obfervable that Mela applies 
words of the fame import with thofe of Livy to the 
Sea between Calpe and AhiU, Barbeful; Aperit dcinde 
anguftijjimum pdagus- There is no Harbour at Conil, 
or any other place between Cape Trafalgar and Cadiz 
If the Carthaginian guhqueremis had only been going 
into (Jntrabat) the Mouth of the Streights between 
Capes Spartel and Trafalgar, L*lit*s could not hive be- 
lieved it fat is deprehenfsm rapido in fteto, in adverfum a- 
fium reciprocari non pejfe, for there is no fuch ftrong 
Current there ? and the a&ion between him and Ad- 
herbah Triremes, which were at fome diftance behind 
i\\Q£hthqueremis, muff have happened (Veftward of thofe 
Capes ; which is inconfifknt with the defenption Livy 
gives of it ; becaufe in that part of the Ocean there 
are none of thofe Eddses, that appear to have had ib 
particular an cued; on both the bieezs, during the Ea»- 
gagement, and are peculiar to the Middle of the Gut. 
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This gensral miftake fcems to have been occafioned 
by giving too eafily into the opinion, that Livy un- 
derflood by the Fret urn all the Sea between the Gapes 
Spartd and Trafalgar, and the Rock of Gibraltar and 
Apes~Hill\ when it is more probable that he termed 
ftri&ly To only the narrowed 1-art, which was general- 
ly reckoned to be between the two latter : Mela. Proximo 
Africa & Europe littora montes efficiuni Calpe & Abila, 
Pliny takes Me'daria to be neareft to A/rick, and there- 
fore places there the Frctum ex Atlantico mar i Lib. 3. 
which is an argument his Fretum was not the fame 
vcith our Stteights, and that he carried the Arlandck 
Ocean much farther Baft than the Capes Spartel and Tre- 
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Other Authors feem to make the Pillars of Hercules • 
the Boundary of the Mediterranean and the Ocean.

There is no room to doubt of the emendation Luis 
Nttnnes, in his Hifpanica, has made here of Kttfmia. for 
K&iv-riet, ; for no ancient Author mentions any other 
Town or Harbour thereabouts of a name like that ; 
and Carteia was the place which held out the longed 
for the younger Pompey, and where he kept his Fleets. 
Floras in the Paflage I have already quoted, relating 
the fame .Action between Didius and Farm, repreients 
in very lively Colours, the very Scene near Kocadillo. 
Adds fitus ipfius formidinem, vergentia in unurn bine Hif- 
patiis inde Mauritania littora ; mare inteftimm & exter* 
num, imminent efque Her cults fpeeulas &c. 

Hirtius, in the latter part of his Book de hello Hifi 
panico, (ays Cn Votnpeim ad novate prd/idium parte altera 
eomendit Carteiam, quod Oppidum abejl a Corduba miliia 
p«jfmm CLXX. which diftance, as well as the circum* 
fiance of mvak prdfidium, agrees with the Situation of 
Rccadillo. The ancient Geographers place Carteia next 
to Calpe Weft ward, fomponius Mela, after having given 
us a perfeS Picture of Calpe, and defcribed thole Ja- 
iling Marks, in which fo many Centuries have made 
no alteration, fays— ^inus ultra eft, in eoque Carteia.

Marcianus Heracleotes tnzbssCarteia 50 Stadia from 
Calpe* Either of thefe Distances agtees wich Rocadillo, 
according to the part of the Rock from which they rec- 
kon; for it is above fix Miles from Europa Point to 
Rocadillo*

Strengthens Cafaubons Opinion. Nee fruftra Heraclea 
Carteiae fuiffe vetus nomen, tanquam ab Hercule conditore.

I have fome Medals that were dug up at Rocadillo,, 
with the Head and Club of Hercules upon them ; 
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whicli ieem in Come rneafure, to fupport that great 
Man's AfTertion. Upon the Reverfeare Tunny Fillies, 
which according to Strabo and Pliny abounded former- 
ly near Carteia, and are ftiil taken in great quantities 
near the Shoar of the Eaft Sea, at a fmall diftance 
from Rocadillo. 

Bernardo Aldrete an Author of fuch Weight, that 
Bochart does not difdain to copy him on feveral occa- 
fions, in the fecond Book and fecond Chapter of his 
Antiguedades de Efpanna, accounts for the Addition of 
eia to Cart ha i which in the Sjriack and Childean fignifies 
Pulcher, Formofus, and was affixed to the Name of this 
City to diftinguifh it from the Cartha in Syria, men- 
tioned- in the 21/? Chapter and y\th Verfe oijoftuu 

By all accounts, the Phoenicians founded moft of 
the Cities on this Coaft, and probably Carteia was 
one of their earlieft: Settlements; for it lies very near 
Afrkk, in a moft inviting Situation, having on one 
fide a Bay, and on the other a River, which waters 
a rich Country. Its height gave it ftrength and a very 
beautiful Profpedr; circumftances which feem to jufHfie 
Aldretes interpretation of the latter part of it's name. 

In the Itinerary of Antoninus, it is Calpe • CarteLwt, 
not ttnquam dux urhes diverfa, asCafwhn intimates in 
his Notes on the third Book of Strabo, for then it 
would be Calpen Carteiam ^ nor, according to Sttrita's 
Comment on that part of the Itinerary, ut fignificet non 
reffa iter ex Suel Carteiam deduct, fed ptwlulum ad Cal- 
pen deflefli j becaufe Calpe (lands at the end of a nar- 
row neck of Land, which prcjeds to the Southward a 
great way from the reft of the Continent ; and conse- 
quently is quite out of the Road from Suel to any; o- 
ther place Weflwatd of it ; probably Calpe - Carteia is 
for Carteia ad Calpen, to diftinguifh it from the other 
Carteia irxCeUihtria, mentioned in the aft Book and 
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$th Chapter of Livy. for, as Caro observes, there is no 
neceffity for the alteration Sigonius has made in that 
paflage of Althda for Carteia, from the Text of Poly- 
liiu; becaufe Livy never mentions the other Cart da 
Without adding 4iOceanum ? Urbs ea in ora Oceani fita eft', 
which diftindtion were needlefs, had there been only one 
City of that Name. Strabo in his thiid Book mentions 
a City called Ka.pm,\tecs, and places it near Sagunt urn, 
which is agreable to the Situation given this Carteia 
by Livy. 

I am very much furprized that Mariana, and feveral 
others, fhould take the prefent Gibraltar to have been the 
ancient Heraclea ; when neither Pliny, who refided fo 
long in thofe Parts, Mela who was born there, nor any 
ancient Geographer or Hiftorian thac I have met with, 
makes the lead mention of fuch a City thereabouts, ex- 
cept Strabo ; and he places it 40 Stadia from Calpe, ac 
the Foot of which Gibraltar is fituated, The Spanifb 
Hiftorians give good ground to believe there was no 
Town upon that Mountain till the Moors invaded Spain 
under Tariff, who gave it the name it has retained ever 
fince. I fliall not enter into the detail of the reafons 
of thofe Authors who place Carteia at Tarifa or Alge- 
zeira : the true one Teems to have been their not know- 
ing any other place which agreed better with the old 
accounts of Carteia, or where the ruins of a City, 
which made fo great a Figure, could be buried ; 
the common pra&ice of Authors who defcribe pla- 
ces they h^ve not feen. This appears to have been 
the cafe of moil of thofe, efpecially Mariana; who, 
had he been in thefe Parts, would not have beers 
guilty of the overfight he has committed Lib. XVI. C. 9. 
where he places two Bays in the Streights, one at Gi- 
braltar, and the other at Tarifa ; which error he was 
probably led into (as it often happens) by another. 
Ccccccc ^ For, 
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For, giving into the Opinion that Tar/fa was the an* 
tientCarteia, and finding that City placed in a Bay by 
Mela, he concluded there muft be one at Tart fa, which 
is an open Road, and (6 much exposed, that in the 
leaft bad Weather, the fmalleft Veflels muft be haul'd 
aihore. Which Circumftance alone is a fufficient proof 
of its not being Carteia r by all accounts, a famous 
Harbour. 

Tho' there are very great Ruins at Algezeira, they 
are not fuch as give any room to believe they are the 
remains of a Roman City. For neither pieces of Marble, 
nor Infcriptions are found there, nor any Roman Coins. 
The Circumftance of Varus his (hutting up the Mouth 
of the Barbour of Car tela, and the diftance of 40 or 
50 Stadia from Calpe, are not applicable, either to Ta* 
rifa or Algezeira ; and if one of thofe Towns was Car* 
teia t to what City belong thofe Ruins I have Been de* 
fcribing I fince all the ancient Geographers make Car- 
teia not only the neareft Town to Calpe, but the only 
one in that Bay. There is better ground to believe 
tarifa (lands on the Ruins of another Town, as I mall 
endeavour to (hew prelently. 

But before I proceed to a Defcription of the Coaft, 
it may not be improper to mention fome Ruins I (aw 
at JCimena; an inland Town, about five Leagues North 
from Gibraltar, fituated on a Rocky Hill, at the bot- 
tom of which to the Eafiirard is a very plentiful Coun- 
try, warned by the Jofgarganta, a fmall Branch of the 
River Guadiaro. On the top of the Hill is the old 
Town, which by the Arches and Vaults, appears 
to have been built by the Moors. On the right-hand 
Corner of the fecond Gate of it, there is a courfe Stone 
with Mouldings on the Edges, which has the follow- 
ing Infer iption.

Rodrigo Caro in his ConVwtoJstridica de Sevilfo C. 13 
fays he faw the beginning of this 'nfcriptiori m-Bejer 
de la miel; but when I was in that Town, I was inform- 
ed by a very intelligent Perfon, that there is no Re- 
man Infcription in any part of it. The Author ofCa* 
dJz el Emporio del Orbe, when he inferts this infcrip- 
tion, makes itSEXO VINTILIO CONDIMlOj 
But the Dafh of the QJs very plain, and the other 
word (eems rather C O N D I A N O. The Latin Fajtl 
in A. U. C 903 . place Confuls

But the very learned Dr. Bmtly has obferved to me 
that the. Greek Fafti and Dio call him Kw<f<ews, which 
reading is confirmed by this Infcription. 

I have brought with me from this Town a piece of 
Marble with the following Words upon it.

The manner in which the Moors have placed thefe 
Infcriptions plainly (hews the little value they fet upon 
them, and there is fo great a plenty of Stone on the 
Rock where Xtmwa (lands, that it is not to bethought 
they would fetch them for fuch an u(e, from any di- 
ftant place; which induces me to believe a Reman 
Town formerly flood there called O B A. 

I do not find any Town of that name in the ancient 
Authors. Strabo L. 111. mentions £o'*o/3a Ma<Vo/3a ^ ajvie^ 
TdJi^t, which may pofiibly comprehend Oba. TheCw* 
grafhia N^ticnfis, in the fourth CUma, makes a Town 
called Rothaa,, the fir ft Station from Algezcira to Seville, 
which perhaps may have been this Ol\i; for it is about 
a Dsys journey from Algezeira > and in the dire&Road 
from thence to Seville. 

Mariana places Lib. III. C, i. the Cave where Cruffus 
h:d himfelf, near Ximtna ; the Marks of it, given by 
Plutarch, are common to mod others. 1 went three 
Leagues in fearch of it ; but the Country People having 
a notion that there is a Treafure in it, and not being 
to be perfuaded that I would take fo much Pains out 
of pure Curiofity, would not flicw me the Way, tho' 
they acknowledged there were fcveral fuch Caves 
thereabouts. I cannot help taking notice of one very 

odd 
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odd tho' trifling circumftance. The name of the 
Perfon who owns the Land where thole Caves are, is 
Pachieco, which is very near the fame with that of the 
Spaniard, who is faid by Plutarch to have entertained 
Craffus Co courteoufly, n<x.wicci&* . Hirtius in the begin- 
ning of his Book de hello Hifpanico mentions a Spaniard 
of Note, in prov'mcia B£tka> called Patiecus. £%uibu$ 
prafuit hominem ejus provincial not urn & non parum 
fckntem, L, Julium Patkcttm, which was probably the 
Roman Name; and therefore I am furprized the. Latin 
Translator of Plutarch makes it Pacianus. 

Moft of the antient Geographers defcribe the CoaCH 
Weft ward of Carteia in the following manner. Julia 
Traducia, Mellaria, Bdo fluvius & oppidum, Partus B&fippo, 
Vromontorium Juxonis, &c. The Itinerary of Antoninus, 
makes no mention of Julia Traducia, and Pliny places it on 
the African Coaft, which Hardouin endeavours to account 
for Pag. zz 7. in his Nummi Iiluftrati. Straho calls it Jw 
Ham Jozam, which as Bochart oblerves Lib. I. C 14. Sig- 
nifies the fame in the Phankian Language as Tradu&am 
in. the Latin. Ptolomy calls it Iranfdu&a* He places 
Barbefuk between that and Carteia. But all the other 
old Geographers put both the Town and River of 
that Name Eaftward of Calpe. I faw fome Ruins on 
the Eaft fide of the River Guadiaro, four Leagues Eaft 
of. Gibraltar ; which I take to be the remains of the 
ancient Barbefula. For I find in the.Cadiz Emporia del 
Orhe„ mention made of two pieces of Marble, brought 
from thence to Gibraltar ; on one of which was MM. 
BARBESVLANf. I was credibly informed they 
were uled for the Fountain on the Parade. The Letters 
probably were either iawed off, or turned inwards ; for 
the), do not appear. This Barkfula is probably the 
Barkar'wm placed in I'm Itinerary X. M> P. Eaft from 
Carteia.

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Tomponius Mela, who was born in thofe Parts, and 
therefore is moft to be depended on, gives the follow- 
ing account of the Coaft, according to the Edition of 
Gronovius. Sinus ultra eft, in eoqtte Carteia, ut quidam 
putant, aliquando Tartsfliis, & quam tranfvefti ex Aftici 
Phjenices habitant ; atque unde nos fumus, Tingentera. 
Turn Mellaria & Baslo, ejr Baefippo ufque ad Junonis pro- 
montorium oram freti occupat. The Text of Meh in 
this place has occafioned great difputes among the 
Learned. Cafauhn in his Notes upon Strabo, fays, 
lego atttem — afque unde nosfumus Tingi eontraria Mellaria, 
nut Tingi e reghne fita Mellaria Mam Tingis faff am hie 
d Mel3 menliomm mihi eft perfuafifjimum ; primhn qutdem 
veterem lebTtonem fpeffanti, qu£ eft, ut dixi, Cingentera- 
tum ; aut etiam ut in fuis libris dottifimus Elias Vine- 
tus reperit Tingentera j ut jam de eo dubitari non pojjit. 
Deinde aut em video morem Meiae hunc ejfe, ut locorum in 
altera or a oppo/itorum mentiontm faciat. Sic alibi : Ma- 
jorem Sabsd tenent partem, oftio proximam, & Car- 
man is contrariam Macse.

Nam Bado & Mellaria it a funt vicing, ut mirari hoc ne- 
mo debeat, Salmaftus, whole opinion is approved by Bo- 
chart, makes it tingis altera, turn Mellaria, &c. and 
takes the preceding tranfvecti to denote Julia Tradu- 
ih. Cafaubon feems to have been once of the fame 
Opinion. Sed a Strabone ft are Ptolemaeus videtur, qui 
in hac Hilpaniae era oppidum quoddam memorat cui nomen 
Tranldudia, in quod Scilicet collocati fuerint ifti, de qui- 
bus nunc loquitur Strabo; & de quibus dubitavi aliquando, 
m hac Melse verba effent accipienda, In eoque Carteia, 
ut quidam putanr, aliquando Tarteflus, & quam tranf- 
ve&i ex Africa Phasnices habitant. Nam videbatur fat is 
apirte Tranfdu&am Ptolomaji tfeuppclfynu.

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Salmafiut feems to be the moft probable ; for B<ek and 
not Julia Tradutla is faid to be over againft Tingis. 
Marcianus Heracleotes makes the two former about 
z^o Stadia diflant from one another, and Miliaria is 
generally placed between them ; therefore they could 
not be fo near one another as Cafaubon infinuates* 
Tho' Carteia was originally founded by the T'hcenicians, 
it had been ere&ed into a Roman Colony long before 
Mela's time, and therefore he could not very properly 
fay Carteia, quam fhanices habitant ; and had he intend- 
ed to take notice of the Founders of that City, it is 
probable that one whofe Stile is fo pure and accurate, 
would have made ufe of another word, or at Jeaft 
anorher Tenfe. Befides, if Julia Tradutla, according 
to Cafaubon, is not meant by that pafiage, it mull: have 
been entirely omitted by Mela; which is very unlikely, 
confidering he was Born in or near it ; and that it is 
mentioned by Strabo, who lived before him, and Pto- 
lomy and feveral others who were after him ; and ap- 
pears to have been remaining at the time the Vandals 
were in pofleffion of Spain ; for Greg. Turon. Lib. II. fays 
Profequentibus Alamannis ufque ad Tradu&am, tranfito 
mart, Vandali per totam Africam &c Mauritaniam funt 
difperji. The Letters of Tingi altera, come nearer the 
Tingentera of Elias Vinetus, and the Tinge Hiera of 
Gronovius, than Cafaubons Tingi contraria or Tingi e re- 
gione fit a. The @ and the at que, by making the flop 
at Tarteffus inllead of Habitant, may very well relate 
to the fame place ; and it is not improbable that Mela 
was defirous to illuftrate the obfcure place of his Birth 
by a Periphrafis, and a name of fome Eclat ; tho' k 
has happened, the method he took to do Honour to it, 
has been the occafion, that we are in doubt even of 
its Name.

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I met with two Medals of Julia TraduUa among the 
Brafs Spanifn Coins; but as I cannot alcertain where 
they were found, I will not pretend to form from thence 
any judgment of die fituation of the Town to which 
they belong. But I prefume in matters fbdark, aeon, 
je&ure may be offered. It does not (ecm very im- 
probable, that Julia TradttBa flood where Tart fa is at 
prefent. The Sfanifli Authors reckon that Town to 
have been built by Tarif at his fecond coming to Spain. 
I cannot fee what could invite him to fettle on a Spot 
which has neither the convenience of a River, nor a 
Harbour, and is commanded by a rifing Ground ; un« 
lefs he found lome Tenements (landing, or Ruins to 
ferve for Materials to Build. I have feveral Roman 
Coins that were found there after great Rains, in the 
Common Sewer ; which is fome flight inducement to 
believe it was formerly a Rowan Town. 

About a League and half to the Weft of Tarifa, is 
a place which goes now by the name of Val de Faca. 
The Country People have a Tradition among them, 
that it was once a confiderable Town, fince fwallowed 
up by the Sea. There is a fmall Brook called el Ar- 
royo de Juan Francifco, which (erves to turn fome Mills, 
that a Pried of that Name was encouraged to build 
there, by finding an antient Stone Channel for the 
Water. I faw fome othei fmall Ruins, and was credi- 
bly aflured there are vifibie remains of an old Town 
a good way under Water. There is a Shoal almoft 
off this place, that runs pretty far in the Sea, on 
which a Hamburgber was loft fome Years ago. Per- 
haps Mellaria flood hereabouts. 

Wherever it was, the Ruins of it mud be a confide- 
sable way in the Sea, if credit is to be given to Pliny, 
who upon the Teflimony of one Born there, reckons 
only five Miles from thence to Afric. Lib. HI.

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whereas it is at prefent five Leagues over at the nar- 
row Part. Cajauhon is miftaken in that Note on Strabo 
L. II. where he fays, At Maris Mediterranei eft turn vix 
hXX Stadia, latum eft jj eevcefefyv. 

I cannot help oblerving that the bed Hony in all 
Spain is made in thefe Parts, and that the fame caufe 
to which the ancient Mellaril ow'd its Name, ftill 
fubfifts, and has given a modern Appellation to feve- 
ral places hereabouts, as Playa de Orimd, Rio de la Mid, 
Bejer de la Mid. The latter of thefe is generally rec- 
koned by the Spaniards to be the old Mellaria, for no 
other reafon, that I can fee, but the Name. For it is 
at leaft two Leagues from the Coaft of the Streights, 
and, by what I could judge when I was on the Spot, as 
near the Ocean, and therefore may as well be afcribed. 
to the one as che other. Whereas Mellaria, according 
to all the old Geographers, was fituated on the Sea fide 
in the Streights, and is reckoned by Pliny the neareft 
Town to Afric j a plain proof that it was not what is 
now Bejer de la Mid. 

About a League and half further Weft, in a fmall 
Bay, there aie very great Ruins, which appear evi- 
dently to be the remains of a Roman Town. A League 
Eaftrvard from that place, upon an Eminence, are to 
be feen the Quarries from which the Stone was fetch- 
ed for building it; and all the way from thence are 
large remains of an Aqueduct, of which in fome pla- 
ces there are entire Arches ftill {landing. Among the 
Ruins of the old Town, I faw the Body of a Roman 
Statue of fine Alabafter, fomething bigger than the 
Life. Our Guide faid his Father had feen it entire ; 
but as it was an Idol of the Gentiles, they, like good 
Catholicks, had broken it to pieces. He likewife 
told us that Urns of old Coins had been found there ; 
Ddddddd x but 
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but not being Current in Spain, they had thrown 
them away. The place is called Ba Ionia, ft is over 
againft Tangier, and frequently infefted by the Moors 
from thence ; on which account it is uninhabited. A 
fmall River, called Alpariate, runs by it : all which 
circumftances correfpond with the ancient accounts of 
Bale. I have a Medal that was given me at Tarifa, 
with the following Letters upon it B A I L O, which 
probably belonged to this City, called by Ptoiomy 
B«Aa>y- Mart lams Capella iJb, VI- mentions it under the 
name of Velomnfis Bdtic^Civitas. The Itenerary of 
Antoninus places Bdo VS. M. P. Weft of Miliaria, which 
is about the diftance of thefe Ruins from Val de Faca, 

About five Leagues farther is the Cape of Trafalgar % 
the fight of which immediately brought to my mind 
Mela's defcription of it. Mud jam in Occidentem & 
Qceanum obliquo jugo excurrens, at que el, quod Ampelufium 
ejfe dixeramus, adverfum, &c. Near the Capes Point are 
the Ruins often mentioned by the Spanifh Authors, un- 
der the name of Aguas de Mecca. I was not there, but 
was afliired at Bejer de la M'tel, that there were ftiil 
fome Ruins on the Shore, and more in the Sea, that 
run all along under the Cape ; particularly remains of 
a Mole, which muft have made it a tolerable Harbour. 
Thefe Ruins feem to be the remains of old Bdjtppc, 
Plin.L. III. Tortus Bafippo. Mela B&fippo ufqu* ad Ju- 
nonis promontormm, oram freti occupah 

The placing of Watch- Towers along the Coaft of 
Spam to Alarm the Country, upon any Defcent, feems 
to have been a practice of a long iiandmg. Llvy
